Mary Lecoque, an E. R. A. (Elec- 
tronic reactions of Abrams) prac- 
titioner of Jonesboro. Ark., who had 
been charged with using the mails 
to defraud.

Dr. Abrams, the report continued. 
contended that a drop of blood 


contains millions of electrons 
which reflected many character- 
istics of a person. By the use of 
an instrument called the reflexo- 
phone, he maintained he could de- 
tect cancer, tuberculosis and other 
diseases. 

Diagnosis of a drop of blood, he 
said, would reveal not only the 
presence of diseases, if any, but also 
the age of the person, his race or 
religion, and the probable length 
of his life. 

Electric Wave Cure. 

It was his theory that after dis- 
ease had been detected by his 
method, a cure could be effected 
by means of the oscilloclast, which 
used electric waves to offset other 
waves within the body. 

Dr. Abrams had many followers 
and his theory won the support of 
some prominent men. although it

The Bive Front Cafe, a one- 
story frame roadhopse at 9025

was wrecked by a bomb or charge 
of dynamite at 3:20 a. m. today. 

Concussion from the explosion 
broke windows in houses in the 
neighborhood, including Mount St. 
Rose Sanitarium, the grounds of 
which are separated from ‘Hogan's 
place by a street, causing many of 
the patients in the institution to 
suffer from shock. 

The explosive was placed against 
the south wall of the building, and

Leigh D. Boyd's first day oper-

Hotel resulted in the death there 


at 8:15 this morning of O. L. Scud- 
der, a merchant from Blossom, 
Tex., who registered at the hotel 
yesterday. Scudder was crushed to 
death by an elevator operated by 


Boyd, which he tried to enter from | 


the lobby as it was starting up- 
ward. 

Boyd, who was held by the po- 
lice for the Coroner, ran an -eleva- 
tor in another hotel here for three 
months.at one time, but said he 
hadn't operated one for a year un- 
til.today, and had made only about 
15 trips today before the fatal acci- 
dent. He is 24 years old and re- 
sides at 3929 Westminster place. 47 
police headquarters Boyd described 
the accident as follows: 

“I brought a load of passengers 
down and emptied the car, then go* 
a call from an upper floor. 1 
started the car up on half power" 
and started to close the door into 
the lobby at the same time. Just 
then Scudder came along. I hadn't 
seen him coming. It seemed to me 
he stumbled in. I threw the lever 
over to cut off the power, but 1 
must have put it on full speed in- 
stead, and the car shot up.’ 

Scudder was jerked upward from 
the lobby floor and crushed be- 
tween the ffoor of the car and the 
upper sill of the door. The car was 
stopped at the second floor. Scud- 
der dieg before an ambulance ar- 
rived. 

Edward Dunn, ‘manager of the 
hotel, said Boyd had been placed 
in charge of the elevator after pass- 
ing a test only a few minutes be- 
fore the accident. 

Scudder’s body is held at the 
morgue pending word from rela- 
tives.

The detonation was terrific, ac- 
eording to officials of Mount St. 

The 150 pa- 
tients were awakened, and it was 
said many of them .were suffering 
from shock today. A cottage of the 
sanitarium, about 100 feet north of 
Hogan’s place, suffered most. 
Eight convalescent patients and a 
priest were sleeping there. All the 
windows were blown out, the walis 
were cracked and door frames 
thrown out of plumb. Damage to 
this building alone was estimated 


at $1500. A few window panes in 


the main building, about 250 yards 
north of Hogan's place were also 


broken. 
Hogan Is Reticent. 


Damage to the roadhouse build- 
ing, owned by John Vollman, 9093 
South Broadway, was estimated at 
$2000. Interior furnishings con- 
sisted of a bar along the south 
wall, tables and chairs for diners 
and the bedrogm furnishings, all 
of which were demolished. Hogan 
estimated this damage at $1000. 
He declined to make any statement 
concerning the explosion, except to 
remark that he wants it distinctly 
understood that he is not accusing 
the Egan gangsters. 

“Make this plain, so there will 
not be any misunderstanding,” said 
Hogan. Neither ‘Dinty’ Colbeck 
nor any of the.Egans had any-

Hogan added that he did not 
own the Blue Front Cafe, declar-

The bust of George Washington 
was given to the United States by 
the French Government and was 
placed in the Congressional Li- 
brary. The UÜbrary was destroyed 
by fire Dee. 24, 1851, and it was 
believed the bust was lost forever. 
Fifty years later a bronze cast 
from the pjaster model in 
Musee Davis was presented to this 
country by descendants of Lafa- 
yette, Jouin, David's biographer 
and Rochambeau. It was accepted 
by this country in 1905 and stands 
in the rotunda of the Capitol. 

David died believing his bust 
had been destroyed. Jouin's biog- 
raphy of the sculptor quotes David 
in 1852, as saying: 

“I read yesterday in an Ameri- 
can newspaper of the burning of 
the library in Washington. The 
colossal bust that I sent to America 
is burned up.”

Need of the Hour.“ 


Honesty, efficiency and econ- 
omy in governmental affairs, 
municipal, state and national. is 
the need of the hour. There 
must be honesty in the heart. 
honesty in the mind, honesty in 
business and honesty in official 
life if the ideals of the republic 
are to be maintained. Efficiency 
and economy in business and 
government can only be achieved 
by integrity in thought and in 
action.

Men must 
be selected for public positione 
on account of their honesty and 
ability, and not on account of 
their wealth, their social qual- 
ities or their political strategy. 

Our platform takes special 
notice of women's entrance 
into the arena of politics. 
Woman's rightful place is by 
the side of man. Their blood 
is mingled in their offspring 
and they are united as no others 
can be in guarding the home, 
the unit of Society., the nursery 
of youth. Everything that is 
good and wholesome will be 
berrefited by woman's council. 
Every righteous cause will 
triumph the sooner because of 
her political activity. She will 
not only be the vigilant defender 
of health, education and spiritual 
life but as treasurer of the house- 
hold, she will. powerfully assist 
in the introduction of economies 
in government. The Democratic 
party has no principles, policies 
or plans that it Fannot submit 
to her judgment and her sense 
of justice.

Lincoln echoed the sen- 
timents of Jefferson when he de- 
clared that in case of conflict be- 
tween the two the man must 
come before the dollar. That is 
a fundamental difference be 
tween the attitude of Republic- 
an leaders and the attitude of 
Democratic leaders on this sub- 
ject. The “captair. of indus- 
try” have their place and should 
be protected in their rights, but 
those whom they employ and 
whose labor they direct have 
rights as sacred and these rights 
are as essential as their employ- 
ers to industrial welfare and our 
political progress. Equality of 
political right implies, and 
should te accompanied by, equal- 
ity of opportunity. 

The Democratic party was the 
first large party to declare for 
a Secretary of Labor, and the 
Democratic administration of 
Woodrow Wilson was the first 
to have a representative of labor 
at the President's council table. 
The Democratic party tas led in 
protecting the wage earners’ 
rights to organize® and to bar- 
gain collectively. It has been 
labor's champion in securing the 
eight-hour day and in obtaining 
for him protection from govern- 
ment by injunction. Labor is 
entitled to a living wage at 
American standards with a mar- 
gin for old age. The refusal of 
the present Republican adminis- 
tration to permit the railway 
mail employes to receive a living 
wage at American standards was 
unfair and unjust to labor and 
illustrates the fact that their 
economy program is at the ex- 
pense of labor. Economy at the 
expense of humanity is further 
illustrated in the veto of the 
pension bill and of the soldiers’ 
adjusted compensation measure. 

Our party has always been the 
laboring mans friend, not to 
secure his vote but because the 
nation cannot progress unless he 
progresses. It cannot ignore his 
inalienable rights without jeop- 
ardizing the right of all. , 

The Democratic party pledges 
all its energies to the outlawing 
of the whole war system. The 
statement could not be stronger 
and it expresses the sentiment 


of a large majority of the Ameri- - 


can people. The only hope of the 
world is found in the substitu- 
tion of machinery for peace in 
the place of machinery for war. 

War propaganda, mobilization 
demonstrations of the civil and 
industrial resources of the 
country when we are at peace 
with the world unnecessarily in- 
flame the mind of the Ameriean 
youth, are a great economic 
waste, mislead the people of 
other lands as to the peaceful 
and friendly intention of fhe 
United States government and 
should be discouraged by. all 
friends of world peace. 

Our party will endeavor to 
secure world disarmament by in- 
ternational agreement—it is a 
condition precedept to peace. 
It will also strive for a ninterna- 
tional agreement providing for a 
referendum on war except in case 
of actual or threatened invasion. 
This may require time but it is 
worth working for and worth 
waiting for. The reason given 
in the Democratic platform for 
a referendum on war will com- 
mend itself to the conscience of 
the world; upon it will be 
built the sentiment that 
some day make this war- 
lesen world.

Favors Development 


of Water Power. 


The Democratic platform favors 
the deyelopment of our water- 
power. If the water power of 
Muscle Shoals and in the moun- 
tain.streams and in the rivers 
throughout the land were de 
veloped it would supply the 
power to operate all of our fac- 
tories, all of our industries and 
all of our means of transporta- 
tion. It would enable the raw 
materials of the country ta be 
manufactured where they are 
produced, thus saving the cost 
of transportation of the raw 
product to the factory and the 


finished product back to the con- 
sumer. It would enable industries 
to spring up where needed most 
to create business and to supply 


human needs. If the water power 
of the nation were developed it 
would furnish electric current to 
light and heat the homes of the 
cities and on the farms, and sup- 
ply electric power to operate all 
the machinery necessary for the 
needs of the farms and for the 
convenience and comfort of the 
homes, both city and rural, at a 
fraction of the present 
cost.

It 

lieves with Jefferson that ac- 

iéscence in the will of the peo- 


pie is the first principle of re- 


publics. Laws should. be obeyed 


by all regardless of whether this 


or that individual may like or 
dislike them. It is the doctrine 
of anarchy. not the doctrine of 
America, that laws are to be 
obeyed only by those who ap- 
prove them.

Municipal and state govern - 
ments should not, in my opinion, 
engage in competition with legit- 
imate private business, but when 
private monopoly defies the le- 
gally constituted authorities, or 
when government officials be- 
come corrupt and the Federal 
Government fails to function for 
the protection and welfare of the 
masses, it becomes necessary for 
the state and municipal govern- 
ments to use all the means at 
their command to prevent impo- 
sitions upon the public, or the re- 
sult in the community and state 
will be I. W. W.’s, bolsheviks and 
anarchy. 

I have only reviewed a few 
of the provisions of the Demo- 
cratic platform but will discuss 
others at a later date. 


I have called attention, at this 
time, to a few of the outstanding 
issues which are uppermost in 
the minds of the people of the 
great agricultural states, vis.: 
woman's worth ing equality, 
child welfare, the Democratic 
party's interest in and support 
of labor, the needs of the agri- 
culturist, water power develop- 
ment, law enforcernent and the 
outlawing of war. 

The Democratic party's posi- 
tion on these questions is in 
keeping with the progressive 
thought of the times. - 

The measures approved in our 
Platform are remedies for the

groups of interested parties who 
have made a study of their re- 
spective needs. The Democratic- 
candidates are in harmony with 
the platform upon which they 
have been nominated. and upon 
which they will go forth in this 
campaign. 

The Democratic platform is 
broad enough, strong enough and 
progressive enough to satisfy 
those who believe in that great 
democratic principle, of equality 
before the law.

Pretended re- 
lef measures provided by the 
Republican administration fo 
loaning the farmer money at 
high interest rates with a com- 
mission paid to middle men for 
making the loans, has encour- 
aged the farmer to go _ still 
jeeper into debt and has made 
his final downfall more certain 
in the end.

Harrison’s Notification 


Speech Hits at Coolidge 


Declares President Did Nothing to Aid Far- 
mer Although He Had Report Made 
Three Years Ago. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

LINCOLN, Néb.. Aug. 19.—Sen- 
ator Harrison of Mississippi, in no- 
tifying Gov. Charles W. Bryan of 
Nebraska last night of his selection 
as Democratic vice presidential

A work that aspires, however humbly, 
to the condition of art should carry its 
justification in every line.

Ptolemaic Queens of Egypt.

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COOKING THE 


| SWEET POTATO 
"By HANNAH WING 8 


(An Authority on Matters Pertain- 
ing to Household Management ) 


HB South considers the sweet 

potato something more than a 

potato and has a wide reper- 
toire of sweet potato dishes other 
than the numerous variations of 
baked. boiled and fried sweets. 
Here one finds the sweet potato 
used as the basis of many strange- 
ly delicious dishes in which syrups 
and seasonings ef one kind and 
another play an important part. 
Breads, cakes, puddings and pies 
of sweet potatoes are old favorites 
of Southern 

With the sweet potato in these 
dishes, one finds much butter, a 
little lemon, often maple syrup or 
honey and sometimes a bit of 
spice, either cinnamon, nutmeg or 
ginger. 

When the sweet potate is used 
in desserts, the sweet, moist. rich, 
deep yellow yam variety ef potato 
is most often chosen, while the 
drier, more mealy sweet potato is 
reserved for the purpose of ordi- 
Bary potato cookery. 

Stuffed sweet potatoes, or even 
those that are just plan mashed. 
sometimes come to the table with 
a garnish of delicately browned 
marshmallows, which have been 
placed on the dish a few minutes 
before serving. 

Partially boiled sweet potatoes 
sliced with raw, tart - apples and 
taked with brown sugar and bu:- 
ter is a favorite dish to serve with 
roast chicken. By the simple ad- 
dition of a few raisins and a little 
spice the dish becomes a dessert to 
Serve with bread. 

The mixture used for sweet po- 
tato pie may be varied by adding 
cocoanut. or by serving it with a 
meringue or a tart jelly or jam. 
The pie mixture has a double use- 
fulness, since it may equally well 
be used as a pudding. 


pie or pudding. 
An unusual and novel sweet po- 


tate dish is the sweet potato sand- | 
wich, which seems to have been | 
criginated in the North. Cola | 
boiled sweet potatoes of generous | 
size are peeled and cut in slice | 


about one-fourth of an inch in 
thickness. 


The slices are dipped in melted | 


butter and put together with thin 
slices of cold chicken and mayon- 
naise dressing. As sandwiches they 
are then toasted under the broiler 
fleme and served hot with a bit of 
currant jelly or plum jam on each 
one.

BEEF CROQUETTES. 

Melt 2 tablespoonfuls fat, stir in 
1 tablespoonful of flour gradually, 
add %*‘pint milk, stir till it bolia 4 
minutes, add salt and pepper to 
taste; % pound cold chopped 
cooked beef and 4 tablespoonfuls 
bread crumbs. Turn out on plate to 
cool. Divide into 8 pleces, flour 
them and make into croquettes. 
Fry until brown in hot fat. Drain 
and serve hot with brown sauce. 

SNOW SOUFFLE. 

Put 2 tablespoonfuls lard and 4 
tablespoonfuls potato flour in pan, 
stir well together, add % cupful 
milk, pinch salt and stir until boil- 
ing. Remove from fire, add 4 table. 
spoonfuls sugar, yolks 3 eggs, one 
at a time, % teaspoonful orange 
flower water, and fold in stiffly 
beaten whites of eggs. Pour into 
butter mold, put greased paper 
around and bake for 20 minutes in 
moderate oven. Serve hot.
